The assessed value of taxable property in 


3849, wns $24,950,000 ; in 1850, $27,450,000; 
showing increase of only $1,500,000 during 
the last year. 
This small increase is the re- 


sult of the act of last session, changing the 
basis of taxable property. 


The public confidence in the credit of the 


State is most gratifying, and I refer you to the 
iepor£s ot the Secretary and Treasurer, for 
particular statements of its fiscal affairs. 


To meet the demands that will be made on 


the Treasury during the year 1852, I recom- 
mend that a tax be levied at your present ses- 
sion, to he assessed and collected during the 
coming jear, sufficient to maintain the well 
established credit of the State.

my message to your predecessors, to which 
Irefei,and urge that the legislation of the 
State may be made to confoim to the princi- 
ples laid down. 


Serious complaints arc raised against the 


present system of conducting the administra- 
tion ail'aiis of Counties. It is urged that the 
Board of Supervisors is, in most cases, too 
numerous to insure a speedy and economical 
discharge of the duties imposed by law upon 
that body. 
Such is the opinion I entertain, 


and your attention is directed to it, to elicit 
consideration, and apply the remedy, if the 
complaints are well founded. 


An act was passed at the last session of the 


legislature, incorporating an institution for the 
education of the blind, which provided that a 
fifteenth of one mill tax should lie assessed to 
aid this institution. 


This ta\ has been assessed and is in process 


of collection, and nmourts to thti sum of $1,- 
830 13. It is understood that this institution 
has been organized, but to wlifct extent I am 
unable to inform you, a l^por-Joi its trustees 
not having been inade^to'any "cfeparfment of 
the government. The State having lent its:ud 
to build up the enterprise, it improper that the 
progress nutde should be communicated to its 
representatives. 


There is, however, no leaton to question 


the fidelity of its officers, or that they will fail 
to make known the steps taken to promote it* 
interests. Such an institution is well worthy 
the patronage and countenance of the Stnte, 
and I commend it to yoUr favorable notice. 


In pursuance of the act providing for the 


stile of the School and University land*, the 
Board of Commissioners who have the sale of 
these lands, and the investment of tho fund* 
arising from such sales in charge, h.ive, with 
the approval of tho Executive, offered for sale 
a large portion of those that have been ap- 
praised, and have been otherwise actively en- 
gnged in the discharge of their duties under 
this act, since the adjournment of the Legisla- 
ture. It is intended to plnce in market the 
residue of these lands,as early as possible next 
son«on.

With 
the view to enable the primary schools to re- 
alize the benefits of the Normal department 
at an early dai, fhe Bonid, after constructing 
a building for the collegiate depaitmentof 
the Urn\ersity, have commenced another 
structure for the Normal depaitment. 


Tbia second edifice the Regents will not be 


able to complete at present, without enlarg- 
ing the pemument debt of the institution, to 
which I am opposed, as its present income is 
inadequate to meet the annual interest of this 
debt, when enlarged, and its current annual 
expenses. I hold that the State, its munici- 
pal corporations, and every institution under 
its direction, should be provided with a relia- 
ble income, equal to the interest of its debt, if 
any, and its ordinal y expenditures. Should 
the Unheisity be permitted to accumulate it? 
permanent debt by lenbonof its inability to 
discharge its current annual liabilities', it 
would recene a repulse, requiring j ears to 
overcome. 


I trust, flbftrt'fiirc, that the represontAii'ven" 


of the people will keep a watchful guard over 
it, and not permit its permanent debt to. be 
inci eased, until its income is adequate for the 
purposes staled, or unless the legislature will 
grant it assistance from tho income of the 
school fund, in aid of the Normal department. 
Inasmuch as the second building is already 
commenced, and is to be appropriated in its 
use for the s.o!c inteiest of the common 
schools, and for their more efftfctudl impnn e- 
ment, I submit the propiiety of granting the 
University a further loan, sufficient to com- 
plete the structures already commenced, and 
that a mim equwl to the interest upon the prin- 
cipal of the cost of the Normal structure, be 
appropriated fiom the income of the (school 
fund to be expended under the direction of 
tho Board of Regents, to establish, and in aid 


thqse Inndt, and it made it the duty* of tta 
Legislature to Hppotnt the appraisers, which 
duty has not been performed, and the remit 
is no action has been had under it by the State 
authorities. Some Legislative nctiou will be 
required to carry out the provisions of the act 
refeiTed to. 


B) act of CongreM passed Sept. 28th, 


1850, all tho Swamp and overflowed lands 
are granted to the State.

Tho improvement of the Fox and Wiscon- 


sin rivers, 13 progressing no rapidly as tho lim- 
ited means, arising from the salo of land* 
granted by Congress for this object, will ad- 
mit. 


Tho Portage Canal and Locks, tho Kapide 


Crochc, the Rapid ties Piere, and the Rapid* 
at Lake Winnebupo, it is expected, will all 
be completed and ready for navigation at the 
commencement of next season. 


The amount of excavation, by the dredge 


boat, required for tho improvement of the up- 
per Fox river, has far exceeded the orijpnal 
estimates of the Chief Engineer and the Board 
of Public Works. This section of the im- 
provement could not ha%o been efl'ected with- 
out its aid, and it has answered all (hat was 
claimed at its construction. It is now within 
three or four mile* of the Portage, and will 
reach that point early next season. 


A portion of the 'darn lit the Rapide d*> 


Croche, was carried away by the ice during 
the List winter, and the lock pits at (he Ra- 
pide dcs Piere is required to be sunk dcepej, 
to secure at nil times sufficient depth of water. 


Whether the situation of these works is tho 


result of fortuitous circumstances, or the want 
of the exercise of proper judgment on the 
part of tho officers having them in charge, I 
cannot now inform you. The Board of Pub- 
lic Works, in whom I have the utmost confi- 
dence, have been instructed by me to give the 
causes of these accidents a searching investi- 
gation.

The public domain was vested in the No- 


tional Government in trust, for the general 
welfare, and to supply the demands of the ag- 
riculturist, created by the increase of popula- 
tion. It was not designed that the Govern- 
ment should derive a profit fiom the trust, or 
occupy the attitude of a great land specula- 
tor ; or that capital, should reap the enhanced 
value added to it, by the pioneer labor. 


It is the home and labor of the squatter that 


gives value to tbe wilderness, and forms that 
germ of civilization from which springs up an 
enlightened community, and every purchaser 
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it in a position corresponding with the charac- J of the soil from the common trustee, should 


increase its aggregate wealth by bestowing 
similar labors upon his own. This ti us>t should 
be husbanded, and sold only to actual settlers 
in limited quantities, at no more than the ac- 
tual cost.

Thia ImUnc-t- Has not been paid, 


In hiving before you the condition of the 


State, I cannot omit bringing to your notice 
the agency of the Wisconsin Marine and Fire 
Insurance Company, in supplying this and 
some adjoining States with a paper currency, 
in derogation of the express provision of its 
charter, the constitution, and general law of 
the State. Tho operations of this institution 
as a bank of issue and circulation, ar« too well 
known to you and Ihe people to require a de- 
tailed history here. 
Why this Company imd 


individuals are permitted to exercise with im- 
punity these important reserved rights and 
powers of the people, is a question to which 
a response, sustained by sound argument, rea- 
son or policy, cannot be given. It is due to 
the credit of the State, that such open viola- 
tion of its legislation, should receive the ap- 
propriate judicial scrutiny and determination. 
Such legislation as will reach the evil, correct 
it, and ascertain the legal rights and powers 
of this corporation, under its charter and the 
law, ia urged for your action. 


It may be urged, that public sentiment i.i 


favorable to the system of banking. If so, the 
constitution has declared the manner such 
privileges may be exerised, under the sanc- 
tion of legal enactment. Should our people 
demand the adoption of this system, us con- 
duehc to their irilerests, let it be established 
under the mantle of the constitution, with 
such safeguards as will protect it from abuse ; 
and let those who assume to exercise this un- 
warranted system, receive the proper reward 
for their temerity. 


I deem this eourse essential to the purity 


of the administration of justice, and tbe main- 
tenance of a hi»h moral respect for the laws 
among the people. 


The question of" Banks or no Banks" may 


be brought up for legislative fiction at

present session I have entertained the opin- 
ion that banks of issue and circulation, are 
not essential to the welfare of a people what- 
ever may be tho nature of their pursuits, nnd 
this opinion has not changed. 


In my last annual message to the legMa- 


ture, this subject in connection with the Wis- 
consin Marine arid Virc Insurance Company, 
was alluded to, to which I beg leave to refer, 
therefore I cannot recommend the establish- 
ment of the bunking system.

Observation shows also, that we are approx-

It be- 
omes therefore a subject of high interest to the 
mass of our people, that it should be diacussud 


:, a question of political econom}, whenever 
t can be done without ciippling individual 
nterprise, or violating private rights. 


To what extent land limitation i-> jijpractical 


measure is yet problematical; but that it is a 
orrcct principle, the condition of the people of 
most of the trans-allantic States is unquestion- 
ble proof. The legislation of this State, has 
arried out this principle by limiting the quan- 
ity to be purchased by one individual at the 
ublic sale of the school lands; and bDth 


ritate and Congresiontd legislation should pro- 
mote its extension, by restricting the sale of 
'ie public land, in accordance with the posi- 
on staled. 


Since the termination of the last Session of 


he LegisVure, Congress has passed a series 
)f measures adjusting the irritating and diffi- 
u't questions arising out of the institution of 
Slavery. 


That these questions have been settled nd- 
ersely to the opinions of our people and not 
n nccordance with our jusl e'xpect.ilions and 
wishes is true. That this result was obtained 
tfter great delay and difficulty, and the sc" - 
iral acts of the series were adopted on th« 
msis of compromise, as parls of an entire 
vhole, intended as an adjustment of the*e 
ciitical questions to reconcile the public dis- 
••entions, and to preserve and perpetuntc the 
federal Union, is also true. It is equally true 
hat this Union of States i-nd its Constitution 
were formed upon a similar basis, and by the 
mutual concession of extreme opinions rela- 
ive to disputed points of constitutional rights 
and policy, lor the purpose of more effectually 
securing the Sovereignty of each State and the 
ivil and political rights-of its citizens and to 
jroteet their persons and property throughout 
he Union,, without reference to their local 
residence. It is no less true that this Consti- 
tution has more than realized the most san- 
guine anticipations of its friends, and that tbe 
affections of the great body of the People of 
all the States are strongly and justly attached 
to its principles and sincerely desire its pre- 
servation. The Legislation of Congress has 
hitherto been governed, in settling all ques- 
tions of sectional interests, involving a conflict, 
of opinions, by the snrne principle of recipro- 
cal conce**ion and forbearance, and the Gov- 
ernment thus organised has been maintained 
solely by the good faith that has been observed 
by the several members of the compact and 
their eitiztns in fulfilling each and all of the 
duties and obligations, required by the Consti- 
tution Hnd the I.iws pussed under it. 


The chief value of the Union consists in the 


voluntary ob*ervan>e and performance, by 
ita several part* of the duties, and guarantees 
of tbe Constitution, and whenever it is ma le 


the maintenance of that elevated sentiment 
of high moral obligation, to uphold it and the 
l*ws; are the great safeguards to prcswrve 
that unequalled charter of our liabilities and 
all our rights. 


yhh Fugitive Slave Act, so called, certain- 


ly'Contains provisions odious to our people, 
contrary to our sympathies, and repugnant to 
our feelings, but however odious it may be to 
us, the first question that presents itself, in 
ascertaining our constitutional duty, relative 
to it, as a State and as citizens, is, are any of 
its details repugnant to the Constitution ? 


For the purpose of responding to this ques- 


tion, I have carefully examined this law with 
reference to its legal constitutional bearing, 
and I am clearly of the opinion that no clause 
of that instrument is violated by any of its 
provisions. 


A critical comparison of the present net, 


with the act of 1793, and the decisions of the 
Supreme Court of the United Slate*, in con- 
tinuing it, will convince any legal and unpre- 
judiced mind of the correctnens of this con- 
clusion. While, however, entertaining this 
view, I am equally clear that this act should 
receive auch modifications as will enable the 
Government, while discharging its constitu- 
tional duty to one parti , effectually to protect 
the liberty of the freeman. It is the duty of 
the Federal Government to fulfil all the obli- 
gations imposed and maintain all the rights 
secured, by th« fundamental law; and it is 
the duty of the several States, and their citi- 
zens, in seeking redress against odious details 
in the legislation of Congress, to resort to the 
remedies recognized by the Constitution, and 
not resistance to the execution of such de- 
tails, however adverse they may be to our 
feelings, and our sense of their expediency 
or nocessily. It is believed that Wisconsin, 
as a State and people, in fulfilling its Federal 
relations, will be governed by that high sense 
of moral obligation that has hitherto actuated 
all the States, nnd that in seeking relief from 
the objectionable featuics of the Fugitive 
S!aie act, sho •will appeal to the constitutional 
remedy, by asking Congress for euch modifi- 
cations as are consonant with our feelings and 
duties, and not by resisting the execution of 
ils mandate-:. 


This is thu course duty enjoins upon us as a 


religious, moral and luw-abiding people. I 
trust I shall be sustained bv an affirmative re- 
ponse from the people of Wisconsin in declar- 
ing that she will stand by the Union, sustain 
the great arch of its Federal unity, and up- 
hold and maintain its Constitution and its laws 
nt all times, upon all occasions, and at every 
hazard.
